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Cover:  Dem onstrulion  of  4,000  in 
Tel  Ai'iu  protesting  the  invasion  of 
Lebanon.  One  week  later  a  similar 
demonstration  drew  more  than 
60,000.

Miya  Iwataki  is  a  producer  for  East  Wind,  KPFK's  new  Asian  weekly  pro- 
gram which  will  air  Sundays  from  5-6  pm.  During  the  day,  she  is  Develop- 
ment Director  at  KPFK. 

Miya  has  been  an  activist  since  the  60's  when  she  was  the  L.A.  Asian 
American  Political  Alliance  liaison  to  the  Black  Panthers  and  Brown  Berets. 
Since  that  time,  she  has  developed  deep  roots  in  the  women's  movement  in- 
cluding directorship  of  the  first  Asian  women's  center,  founder/director  of 
Asian  Women's  Health  Project,  and  currently  serves  on  the  County  Commis- 
sion on  the  Status  of  Women.  Health  rights  is  another  interest.  She's  done  ex- 
tensive advocacy  work  to  end  the  forced  sterilization  of  Third  World  women, 
to  defend  and  expand  women's  health  care,  to  win  bilingual/bicultural  health 
care  for  Asians.  She  was  a  delegate  on  a  woman's  health  care  delegation  to 
the  People's  Republic  of  China,  Hong  Kong,  and  Japan,  and  worked  briefly 
at  the  Health  Systems  Agency  (HSA). 

As  a  Third  World  woman,  she's  been  heavily  involved  in  support  work  for 
other  people  of  color,  and  has  organized  International  Women's  Day  pro- 
grams in  Third  World  communities  since  1971.  As  a  Japanese  American,  she 
is  a  highly  visible  member  of  National  Coalition  for  Redress/Reparations, 
fighting  for  direct  payment  for  Japanese  imprisoned  in  American  concentra- 
tion camps  during  WW  II.  And  this,  in  fact,  is  the  issue  covered  in  the  first 
fast  Wind  program.  East  Wind  will  address  controversial  issues  and  individu- 
als in  the  Asian  community,  introduce  talented  artists,  writers,  poets,  musi- 
cians, comics.  Live  coverage  of  special  events,  live  concerts,  panels  and  de- 
bates will  be  presented  by  a  growing  number  of  the  East  Wind  producers' 
Collective. 

This  is  a  happy  and  productive  time  for  Miya  whose  major  love  is  media. 
She  worked  for  several  years  at  KCET-TV,  acted  in  the  New  World  Guerilla 
Theatre,  and  is  currently  writing  with  the  Pacific  Asian  American  Women 
Writers  West  (PAAWWW).

Report 

to  the 
Listener

With  little  fanfare,  KPFK  passed 
Its  23id  Birthday.  July  26th 
marked  the  anniversary  of  the  se 
cond  oldest  listener-sponsored  radio 
station  in  the  world.  In  these  years 
the  station  has  been  the  fortunate 
recipient  of  the  generous  support  of 
tens  of  thousands  of  subscribers, 
thousands  of  volunteers,  hundreds 
of  staff  and  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  listeners.  KPFK  has  led  the  way 
in  many  arenas  of  broadcasting  in 
Southern  California:  extended  news 
and  public  affairs,  live  music,  radio 
drama,  and  documentary.  Dozens 
of  awards  have  been  given  KPFK's 
programmers:  Ohio  State,  Major 
Armstrong,  Associated  Press,  Gol- 
den Microphones,  Corporation  for 
Public  Broadcasting  and  many 
others.  It  is  a  privilege  to  be  able  to 
work  for  Pacifica  Radio  in  South- 
ern California.  There  is  a  wealth  of 
talent  and  generosity.  There  is  an 
important  synergy  between  the 
commercial  media  industry  and  the 
journalists,  artists  and  creative  peo- 
ple nurtured  by  and  at  the  same 
time  subverted  by  the  power  of  the 
dollar.  As  an  alternative  medium  we 
are  ideally  suited  to  explore  and  ex- 
pose, to  deviate  and  challenge. 

It  is  particularly  challenging  to 
build  a  Pacifica  station  in  these 
times  of  complex  political  and  eco- 
nomic crises,  in  a  community  of  in- 
credible diversity.  At  our  best  we 
not  only  reflect  that  diversity,  but 
illuminate  and  create  something 
new. 

In  addition  to  our  particular 
mission  here  in  Southern  California, 
we  are  also  part  of  a  movement  of 
community  broadcasters  and  public 
radio  stations,  faced  by  our  own 
financial  challenges.  As  the  econo- 
my drops  deeper  into  crisis,  our 
supporters  have  a  more  difficult 
time  supporting.  At  the  same  time, 
reductions  in  Federal  Support  will 
cost  the  station  tons  of  thousands 
of  dollars  each  year  (estimated  re- 
duction in  1982  83,  S30,000), 
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At  the  same  time  new  technolo- 
gy may  provide  a  challenge  and  op- 
portunity for  us.  New  program  ser- 
vices are  being  offered  over  cable 
TV  and  radio,  data  transmission 
may  speed  the  distribution  of 
special  information.  Each  of  us  may 
be  able  to  carry  a  wrist  radio  with 
instant  access  to  congressional  votes 
stock  market  quotes,  or  other  data. 
The  FCC  is  currently  considering 
allowing  public  radio  stations  to 
lease  for  profit  our  SCA  channel, 
which  runs  along-side  our  main  FM 
signal  and  can  be  received  with  a 
decoder  anyplace  our  signal  can  be 
heard.  If  technical  problems  are 
solved  this  could  provide  significant 
support  for  KPFK  and  other  Public 
radio  stations. 

In  this  period  of  rapid  change,  it 
is  critical  that  Pacifica  develop  a 
communications  policy  that  speaks 
not  only  in  the  interest  of  Pacifica 
as  an  institution,  but  to  Pacifica's 
goal  of  creating  a  special  service  for 
the  people  of  the  country. 
Transmitter  Old  and  New 

Those  of  you  with  sensitive  ears 
or  receivers  may  have  noticed  a 
denigration  of  our  signal  during  the 
last  couple  of  weeks  in  June.  This 
was  the  result  of  a  new  building 
going  up  across  from  us  in  Universal 
City,  right  in  the  path  of  the  signal 
to  our  Transmitter  on  Mt.  Wilson. 
After  a  few  days  of  study,  we  deter- 
mined that  we  could  move  our  STL 
transmitting  antenna  a  few  dozen 
feet  over  to  another  spot  on  our 
roof,  and  get  a  better  signal.  That 
was  done  by  July  4,  and  you  should 
have  heard  the  difference.  (No 
fuzz). 

Speaking  of  Transmitters,  our 
new  one  was  finally  authorized  for 
completion  by  the  FCC.  We  are  in 
the  final  stages  of  installation  of 
equipment  long  Jn  .■^•jrage.  Long- 
awaited,  this  transmitter/antenna 
combination  will  vastly  improve 
our  signal  all  over  the  area. 

Due  to  escalating  costs  we  have 


borrowed  money  to  complete  the 
project  (about  $70,000).  We  hope 
to  have  it  up  and  smoking  by  Sep- 
tember 7,  1982.  Part  of  the  cost 
increase  is  a  result  of  the  above 
mentioned  building  interference, 
which  will  necessitate  about 
$10,000  of  special  equipment  in- 
stallation to  insure  a  permanent 
path  to  Mt.  Wilson.  To  pa/  back 
the  loans  we  welcome  your  special 
contributions  for  the  Transmitter 
Fund.  (Make  checks  payable  to 
KPFK  Transmitter  Fund  and  mail 
to  Box  8639,  Universal  City,  CA 
91608).  I  will  keep  you  posted 
about  our  progress  on  Report  to 
the  Listener,  alternating  with  Read 
All  About   It   Mondays   at    9   am. 

As  we  move  toward  our  25th 
anniversary,  KPFK  is  on  the  verge 
of  major  developments.  Our  nego- 
tiations for  a  new  building  down- 
town are  far  enough  along  to  allow 
us  to  put  our  current  building  up 
for  sale.  We  will  be  making  some 
additional  investments  in  new 
equipment  which  will  allow  us  to 
increase  programmers'  production 
qualities,  and  boost  community 
involvement.  We  have  applied  for  a 
string  of  1 1  translator/transmitters 
which  will  bring  our  signal  to  parts 
of  Southern  California  which  can- 
not now  hear  us.  (Victorville,  Bar- 
stow,  Palm  Springs,  Borrego 
Springs,  Ojai,  Santa  Ynez,  Santa 
Barbara,  San  Luis  Obispo,  San 
Diego  and  Bakersfield). 

All  of  these  plans  are  made  pos- 
sible by  your  steady  support.  If  you 
have  not  renewed  your  support 
lately,  do  it  now.  Help  us  make  it 
through  the  always  difficult  sum- 
mer, and  if  you  wish  to  help  out 
with  our  summer  cash-flow  loan 
program  call  me  or  Miya  Iwataki  at 
8772711.

We  decided  not  to  carry  this  6- 
day  festival  live,  owing  to  the  nu- 
merous pre-emptions  in  April,  May 
and  June.  We  will  be  broadcasting 
it  on  Labor  Day  weekend,  Sunday 
and  Monday,  in  2  blocks-times  to 
be  announced. 


Two-Way  Communication,  Free 
Speech,  and  the  Marketplace  of 
Ideas. 

Recent  Pacifica  programming 
has  dealt  with  the  clash  between 
strict  civil  libertarians  on  the  one 
hand,  and  women  and  members  of 
ethnic  minorities  on  the  other,  as 
they  argue  about  the  persistence  of 
stereotypes  in  all  forms  of  media. 
Some  media  reformers  strive  to  re- 
place "negative"  images  with  "pos- 
itive" images  and  ask  the  state  to 
enforce  the  removal  of  media  per- 
ceived as  damaging  to  them  and 
their  children.  Civil  libertarians 
worry  about  further  enlarging  the 
power  of  the  state  to  control  me- 
dia, pointing  out  that  "consorship" 
further  empowers  the  Right  to  sti- 
fle dissident  perspectives.  Some 
libertarians  argue  that  there  is  a 
"marketplace  of  ideas"  in  which 
contending  points  of  view  clash, 
the  best  ones  prevailing.  It  is  this  ar- 
gument I  wish  to  examine. 

First,  and  most  obviously,  pre- 
cious few  people  have  access  to 
"the  marketplace".  Would  that  wo- 
men, people  of  color  and  workers 
in  general  had  the  resources  and 
technology  to  challenge  official 
reality  with  their  experiences  of  the 
world.  The  second  point  is  more 
subtle.  As  one  of  the  lawyers  on  the 
Pacifica/ACLU  Bill  of  Rights  Edu- 
cation Project  pointed  out,  there  is 
an  assumption  in  the  "marketplace 
of  ideas"  argument  that  everyone 
who  debates  in  the  "marketplace" 
is  "rational",  i.e.  capable  of  reason- 
ing and  separating  fantasy  from 
reality. 

"Consciousness"  exists  as  a  ten- 
sion between  reason  and  objectivity 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  distor- 
tions created  by  media  and  our  own 
irrational  processes  on  the  other  (ir- 
rational processes  which  were  crea- 
ted in  a  society  which  dominates 
women,  people  of  color,  nature, 
etc.).  Intellectual  and  emotional  de- 
velopment consists  of  bringing 
these     irrational     and    unconscious 


processes  to  light.  It  can't  be  done 
alone.  We  need  to  test  our  percep- 
tions, to  argue,  to  clash  and  thereby 
learn  in  freewheeling  discussions 
(and  as  I  have  said  earlier,  in  non- 
punitive  environments).  I  am  argu- 
ing that  the  media  reformers  aren't 
asking  for  enough.  Films,  TV, 
radio— as  currently  designed— are 
ONE  WAY  communication,  impli 
citly  authoritarian  no  matter  how 
progressive  the  veneer  of  particular 
programs.  If  we  experience  media 
alone,  we  are  isolated  in  our  per- 
ceptions and  more  susceptible  to 
being  pushed  around— both  by  the 
program  and  by  our  own  uncon- 
scious resistances  to  challeging  ma- 
terial. 

Pacifica  radio  has  the  potential 
to  become  more  and  more  "two- 
way",  and  thus  might  help  end  that 
isolation  and  facilitate  the  develop- 
ment of  critical  consciousness  (  a 
pre-condition  for  autonomy  or 
self-determination).  I  feel  that  the 
argument  between  the  media  re- 
formers and  the  civil  libertarians  is 
at  an  impasse  because  all  parties 
have  ignored  the  social  processes 
involving  media  and  the  public. 
Reformers  should  be  supporting 
alternatives  by  demanding  media 
institutions  which  continually  ques- 
tion the  power  relations  implicit 
in  their  technologies  and  forms  of 
communication.  Only  media  con- 
trolled by  people  whose  goal  it  is 
to  empower  each  other,  to  help 
each  other  see  beyond  the  narrow 
stereotypes  of  race  and  gender,  can 
meet  the  demands  of  those  who 
would  abolish  defamatory  material. 
And,  as  long  as  the  state  or  corpor- 
ations control  programming,  the  de- 
mand for  controversial  works  which 
challenge  all  systems  of  domination 
will  be  marginalized  or  starved  to 
death.

As  this  edition  of  the  Folio  goes 
to  press  in  the  second  week  of  July, 
the  Lebanese  capitol  of  Beirut  is 
witness  to  one  of  the  most  pro- 
longed and  destructive  seiges  in  re- 
cent history.  The  KPFK  News  De- 
partment has  devoted  an  extraordi- 
nary amount  of  time  to  the  situa- 
tion in  the  Middle  East  since  Israel's 
invasion  of  Lebanon  in  early  June, 
and  it  will  continue  to  highlight 
events  in  that  region  of  the  world  as 
long  as  the  situation  warrants  such 
attention. 

It  has  been  the  intention  of 
KPFK  News  to  give  the  fullest  and 
most  comprehensive  coverage  of 
the  war;  coverage  that  goes  beyond 
the  headlines  and  cliches  and  at- 
tempts to  provide  the  information 
necessary  for  an  intelligent  analysis 
of  the  Middle  East.  And,  as  expec- 
ted, our  coverage  has  created  a 
good  deal  of  debate  among  our  lis- 
teners and  subscribers.  The  News 
Department  has  received  letters 
from  the  Anti  Defamation  League 
acting  on  charges  that  KPFK  is  an- 
ti Semitic.  The  News  Department 
has  also  received  letters  accusing  it 
of  being  "agents  of  Israeli  Imperial- 
ism." Our  feeling  is  simply  "the 
more  debate  and  controversy  that  is 
provoked,  the  better  job  we  are  do- 
ing." 


The  KPFK  News  Dept.  has  a  co- 
mmitment to  providing  the  most 
descriptive,  intelligent  and  objective 
reporting  possible.  The  truth,  how- 
ever, is  sometimes  very  uncomfor- 
table, if  not  downright  unsettling 
or  shocking.  WE  take  no  responsi- 
bility for  that.  But  we  do  feel 
responsible  to  the  principles  enunci- 
ated in  the  founding  charter  of  Pa- 
cifica  Radio  which  call  on  the  News 
Department  to  seek  out  those  voi- 
ces denied  access  to  the  commercial 
media,  those  voices  that  hold  a  cri- 
tical or  unpopular  position.  Our 
Middle  East  coverage  has  brought 
you  the  voices  of  the  Israeli  govern- 
ment, the  Arab  governments, 
American  Jews,  Arab  Americans, 
and  of  course,  those  most  directly 
affected  by  the  war,  the  Palestini- 
ans. 

It  is  not  terribly  uncommon  in 
the  News  Dept.  to  get  an  irate 
phone  call  from  a  listener  charging 
that  a  given  report  or  program  is 
not  "balanced."  Balance  is  some- 
thing rarely  achieved  or  even  desire- 
able  in  one  given  report.  Rather, 
balance  is  something  to  measure  in 
terms  of  the  whole  information 
product.  And  that  product  refers  to 
something  broader  that  KPFK 
itself —it  refers  to  the  general  availa- 
bility of  information  within  our  sig- 
nal area.  If  it  is  the  listeners'  per- 
ception that  those  with  a  weak 
voice,  those  most  denied  access  to 
commercial  outlets  sometimes  out- 
weigh the  voices  of  officialdom  on 
KPFK's  airwaves,  then  the  listener 
is  listening  well.  It  means  we  are  do- 
ing our  job. 

We  will  continue  to  do  our  best 
to  provide  the  most  comprehensive 
coverage  of  the  war  in  the  Middle 
East.  And  we  encourage  you  to  lis 
ten  to  our  regularly  scheduled  pro- 
gram Middle  East  in  Focus,  which 
is  heard  every  other  Thursday  at 
3: 15  pm.

Dear  Clare: 

I  have  a  program  suggestion.  I 
hope  it's  not  a  topic  that  I  simply 
missed,  but  I'm  a  rather  frequent 
listener,  so  I  don't  think  this  is  the 
case. 

The  Arab-Israeli  Crisis  as  a  sub- 
ject of  history.  I,  for  one,  am  frus- 
trated and  confused  about  my  own 
loyalties  there,  and  I  find  it  ridicu- 
lously easy  to  vent  feelings  and  rea- 
sons on  both  sides  of  the  issue,  de- 
pending on  the  slant  of  the  latest 
report  I  hear.  It  seems  to  me  that 
here  is  an  example  where  real  and 
recent  historical  necessities  are  the 
forces  at  work,  causing  the  disease, 
and  everyone  concerns  themselves 
only    with   the  symptoms.   I   think 
one  has  to  almost  spuriously  adopt 
a  predilection  for  one  point  of  view 
over  another,  basing  it  on  a  selec- 
tive  view  of  the  facts.  Taking  the 
situation    as   a  long  war-with   the 
Lebanon    invasion   and  West  Bank 
repression  only  the  current  battle— 
I   see  only   a  tortuous  spiraling  of 
events,  some  well-known,  some  un- 
known,   some   of  which  you  only 
reckon  are  there  because  human  be- 
ings  do   not  behave   in   a  vacuum. 
But    people    see  the  tapestry  only 
from  one  side  or  the  other,  deny- 
ing that  both  peoples  are  suffering 
dearly    and    this    intense    suffering 
causes    them    to    act    inhumanely. 
On   the  one  hand,  the  outrage 
and  the  frighteningly  brutal  effects 
of  Israel's  present  invasion  and  con- 
tinued policy  of  repression  is  hard 
to    ignore— unless    you    look    at    it 
through   racially  colored  glasses  (I 
think  that's  a  truth  that  a  lot  of 
Jews   cannot  come  to   admit).  On 
the    other    hand,    one    has    to    be 
equally    biased   not   to  understand 
the  overwhelming  paranoia  that  oc- 
cupies  the    marrow  of  the  Jewish 
state's   consciousness,    founded    on 
thousands    of    years   of    identifica- 
tion   as    the    dispossessed    of    the 
world,  subject  to  every  conceivable 
persecution,   including  a  last-gener- 
ation brush  with  annihilation.  And 


the  official  policy  of  most  of  the 
Arab  countries  has  fed  that  feeling. 
Unfortunately,  as  is  always  the 
case,  the  people  in  the  field  do  the 
suffering  and  the  leaders  back  in 
the  comforts  of  the  capital  make 
the  inflammatory  and  brave  pro- 
clamations. So,  the  Palestinians 
are  now  the  dispossessed,  want 
back  what  is  theirs,  and  the  Israelis 
seems  to  be  at  the  point  where  they 
think  the  only  way  to  have  peace- 
ful borders  is  by  killing  most  of  the 
people  on  the  other  side— a  point  of 
view  that  has,  at  several  points  in 
recent  history,  been  frighteningly 
true. 

I  suppose  that  some  of  your 
coverage  serves  the  necessary  pur- 
pose of  informing  Los  Angeles  lis- 
teners about  the  fact  and  extent  of 
some  of  Israel's  brutal  policies-this 
subject  is  not  well  covered  by  the 
rest  of  the  media.  But,  after  con- 
vincing some  people  that  there  is 
another  side  to  the  story,  I  think  a 
lot  of  us  could  use  some  good,  old- 
fashioned,  in-depth  reporting  on 
the  factual,  historical  roots  of  this 
whole,  insane  affair,  beginning  with 
a  general  history  of  the  Jews  and 
the  Palestinian  peoples,  the  British 
administration  until  the  UN  ques- 
tion of  partition— the  whole  topic 
of  the  creation  of  Israel  is  an  after- 
noon's program  in  itself— and  the 
ensuing  warfare,  of  which  the  cur- 
rent strife  is  only  the  latest  chapter. 
In  short,  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
fundamental  issues  have  never  been 
settled  and,  what's  worse,  are  never 
talked  about  or  explored  any  more. 
Most  people,  including  myself,  have 
never  had  an  opportunity  to  hear 
the  whole  story  from  an  un-biased 
and  in-depth  point  of  view.  I  think 
it's  ideal  material— and  very  tricky— 
for  Pacifica  to  tackle. 

I  think  it  would  also  be  interes- 
ting to  have  brief  reports  on  the 
subject  as  a  history  from  prominent 
persons  of  both  sides,  balanced 
against  a  well-researched  report  by 
someone  from  the  Pacifica  staff. 


The  only  other  thing  I  want  to 
say  is  Thank  You  to  everyone  at 
KPFK  for  such  wonderful,  some- 
times miraculous,  always  interesting 
and  informative  programming.

Dear  KPFK: 

I  am  a  recent  member  because  I 
have  just  begun  to  receive  your  sta- 
tion here  in  Encinitas.  Your  repor- 
ting of  the  anti-nuclear  movement 
was  very  encouraging,  as  was  the 
material  on  the  military-corporate 
takeover  of  our  government.  I  am 
therefore  all  the  more  disappoin- 
ted about  what  I  can  only  at  least 
see  as  propaganda  regarding  the 
war  in  Lebanon.  Many  of  your  pro- 
gram persons  make  comments 
about  that  war  that  picture  Israel 
as  a  merciless  cruel  beast  eagerly  de- 
vouring helpless  Arab  neighbors, 
who  tell  only  the  truth  and  only 
want  to  be  left  alone  to  live  in 
peace,  and  that  Israel  is  a  lackey  of 
the  U.S.  interests  in  the  Middle  East 
presumably  preventing  the  Arab 
nations  from  achieving  their  demo- 
cratic and  peaceful  social  goals.  The 
casualty  figures  you  quote  continu- 
ously are  those  given  by  the  Arabs, 
which  are  historically  notoriously 
inaccurate,  even  while  you  also  re- 
port that  there  is  a  news  blackout 
and  reporters  are  not  allowed.  You 
impute  evil  scheming  motivations 
to  the  Israelis  without  any  suppor- 
ting data  and  contrary  to  many  ac- 
tions by  their  government,  inclu- 
ding the  return  of  the  Sinai.  While  I 
do  not  believe  the  Israeli  govern- 
ment is  perfect,  and  also  feel  it  is 
becoming  too  militaristic,  this  ex- 
treme emotional  one-sidedness 
without  good  factual  reporting  is 
not  what  I  want  to  hear  from 
KPFK. 

You  and  I  can  both  readily  ima- 
gine what  the  PLC,  Syrians,  Jordan- 
ians etc.  would  do  every  Jew  in  Is- 
rael   if   they  were  ever  to  occupy 
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that  country.  To  give  so  much  air 
time  to  Arab/PLO  spokespersons 
who  continually  accuse  the  Israelis 
of  genocide,  without  comparable 
rebuttal,  is  fostering  the  kind  of 
hysterical  thinking  that  your  char- 
ter forbids  and  rightly  so.  I  do  not 
want  to  be  a  member  of  such  an  or- 
ganization either  on  the  left  or  the 
right,  so  please  clean  up  your  act.

I  would  like  to  register  my  ob- 
jections to  segments  of  the  Satur- 
day (June  12,  1982)  broadcast  of 
the  rally  for  nuclear  disarmament, 
especially  that  of  the  San  Francisco 
Rally.  What  was  billed  as  a  rally  to 
promote  nuclear  disarmament 
turned  into  a  forum  for  individuals 
to  voice  opinions  and  rally  support 
for  issues  at  most  only  remotely 
connected  to  the  disarmament  is- 
sue. 

I  was  most  offended  by  the 
speaker  who  felt  it  her  obligation  to 
enlighten  us  on  Middle  East  politics 
and  left  the  stage  exhorting  the 
crowd  to  chant  in  support  of  the 
Palestinian  Liberation  Organization 
(PLO).  What  does  support  of  the 
PLO  have  to  do  with  nuclear  dis- 
armament? I  have  no  objections  to 
public  forums  on  the  Middle  East, 
the  Falklands,  the  Equal  Rights 
Amendment  and  a  host  of  other  is- 
sues raised  at  the  rally,  but  not  at  a 
nuclear  disarmament  rally.  Part  of 
the  beauty  of  this  movement  is 
that  it  crosses  political,  national 
and  religious  lines.  It  is  an  issue  that 
deserves  center  stage  attention  and 
if  supporters  are  unable  to  contain 
themselves,  feeling  it  necessary  to 
drag  along  their  special  interest  is- 
sues, they  will  be  responsible  for 
the  Iragmentalion  and  demise  of 
the  nuclear  disarmament  move- 
ment.  I  only  hope  the  damage  has 


not  already  been  done.  An  element 
of  mistrust  has  already  taken  hold 
of  me.  I  will  be  sure  to  check  on 
the  purpose  and  backers  of  all  fu- 
ture rallies.  Let's  discuss  these  other 
issues,  but  let's  discuss  them  at  des- 
ignated forums,  giving  them  full  bil- 
ling and  presenting  all  viewpoints. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  KPFK  (staff 
and  audience)  believe  and  feel  it  Im- 
portant to  present  nuclear  disarma- 
ment as  the  number  one  issue  fa- 
cing the  world  today.
